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NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Compiled from Various Sources. 


CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

In the Senate, on the 18th, the Tariff bill 
was reported with the statement that it was 
not expected to be called up before the 
30th. The River and Harbor bill was pre- 
sented with a written report on each item. 
The conference report on the Anti-Trust 
bill was presented and agreed to. The Leg- 
islative, Executive and Judicial bill was 
then taken up, and seventy pages of it were 
disposed of...... In the House, after spend - 
ing the day in committee of the whole on 
the Indian Appropriation bill, the commit- 
tee rose and the bill was passed. 

In the Senate, on the 19th, after routine 
business the Legislative, Executive and Ju- 
dicial Appropriations bill was taken up, and 
during its consideration many omissions 
and defects were found and corrécted. At 
four o’clock the bill was laid aside and the 
message of the President vetoing the bill to 
change the boundaries of the Uncomphagre 
Indian Reservation was presented, read and 
referred to the committee on Indian affairs. 
The remainder of the session was given up 
to eulogics of the late Representatives Nut- 
ting and Wilber... ..In the House the ac- 
tion of the Speaker in ordering the Senate 
Silver bill referred to the committee on 
coinage, weights and measures was antag- 
onized by a resolution offered by Mr. Mills, 
which, after a hard-fought battle lasting all 
day, was passed by a vote of 121 to 117, sev- 
eral Republicans voting with the Demo- 
crats. 

In the Senate, on the 20th, the Post-office 
and the Diplomatic and Consular Appro- 
priation bills were reported. Consideration 
of the Legislative, Executive and Judicial 
Appropriations bill was resumed, and after 
a discussion of various amendments, lasting 
all day, the bill was passed..... In the House 
the fight over the reference by the Speaker 
of the Senate Silver bill to the committee 
on coinage, weights and measures was re- 
sumed on a motion for the approval of the 
journal, which was finally ordered. A mo- 
tion by Mr. Bland to proceed to the consid- 
eration of the Silver bill was declared out 
of order by the Speaker, which ruling was, 
on appeal,over-ruled, and the House, at five 
o’clock, took arecess until 8 p. m. There 
Was no quorum present at tha evening ses- 
sion, and no business was done. 

In the Senate, on the 21st, House bill sup- 
plementary to the act of March 22, 1882, pro- 
viding that all funds or property lately be- 
longing to the Mormon Church shall be de- 
voted to the use and benefit of the common 
schools of Utah, was taken up and passed 
with amendments making a confer- 
ence necessary. Several Senete bills were 
reported and placed on the calendar, and, 
after a brief executive session, the Senate 
adjourned...... In the House the contest 
over the reference of the Senate Silver bill 
was resumed, and on final vote the action 
of the Speaker was sustained. The House 
non-concurred in the Senate amendments 
to the Fortifications Appropriation bill and 
ordered a eonference. 

In the Senate, on the 231, consideration of 
the Agricultural College bill was resumed, 
and after amendment the bill was passed. 
The conference report on the Dependent 
YVension bill was taken up, and after ex- 
haustive debate for and against, was agreed 
to: Yeas, 34; nays, 18. A conference was 
ordered on the Fortifications Appropriation 
aes In the House conferees on the 
Fortifications bill were appointed, after 
which the day was spent in committee of 
the whole on District of Columbia business. 
The conferees on the General Pension Dill 
reported their failure to agree, and the 
House insisted upon its disagreement to the 
Senate amendments. 


PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

THE reason assigned for President 
Corbin’s intended resignation from the 
board of the Reading Railroad Company 
is that he wishes to devote himself to 
pushing forward a big enterprise in 
New York City. 

PRESIDENT MENENDEZ of San Salva- 
dor died suddenly on the night of the 
23d, soon after the conclusion of a ban- 
quet in the city of San Salvador. Dur- 
ing the panic which ensued General 
Marcial and several other officers were 
killed at the barracks. General Carlos 
Ezeta, the leader of the forces, has as- 
sumed command. 

Patrick Barry, of Ellwanger & 
Barry, of Rochester, N. Y., one of the 
foremost horticulturists of the United 
States, died on the 23d, aged seventy- 
four years. 

It is announced that King Mwanga of 
Uganda has become a Christian and has 
joined the Catholic church. 

Ir is said that the Shah of Persia has 
granted concessions to a syndicate of 
English capitalists to establish loan 
offices in the cities of Persia. 

In London a syndicate of American 
capitalists and British bankers has been 
formed, with Sir Julian Goldsmid, M. P., 
chairman, for the purpose of buying the 
gas-works of the principal American 
cities. The capital of the syndicate has 
been underwritten and the company will 
shortly be floated. 

In a letter expressing his views on the 
silver question, M. Emile de Laveleye, 
of Brussels, writes tbat either of the 
American silver bills will injure the 
cause of international bi-metalism, but 
neither can possibly injure America. 
Free coinage, he thought, would be less 
harmless. 

Mr. BLatir bas introduced in the Sen- 
ate a bill to incorporate the Woman's 
Industrial University and School of 
Useful and Ornamental Arts. 

On the 23d Robert Glasglow, of Jeffer- 
sonville, Ind., died of yellow fever at 
Brunswick, Ga. This is the first au- 
thentic case of yellow fever reported 
from the South this season. 

CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

A CAVE-IN occurred in Gould’s tunnel 
on the Pittsburgh, Cincinnati & St. 
Louis railroad, six miles west of Steu- 
benville, O., on the 2ist. Fourof a gang 
of Italians engaged in repairing the tun- 
nel were severely injured. 

Frank Crouse, son of a wealthy 
farmer near Newark, O., was instantly 
killed by lightning, on the 21st, while 
taking shelter with a party of friends 
under a large trec. Some silver coins 
in his pocket were melted together. 

Mrs. Patrick Stanton, of Upper 
Prospect, near Conemaugh, Pa., was 
struck by lightning, on the 22d, and in- 
stantly killed. Her husband and son 





were fatally injured. 





On the 23d an explosion occurred in a 
parafine warehouse at Lissa, Prussian 
Poland, completely destroying the 
building. Seven men were. killed, 
twelve were seriously injured and sev- 
eral others slightly hurt. 

ON the 23d the steam tug Alice Ecrev, 
lying at the foot of Van Brant street, 
South Brooklyn, was blown to pieces, 
by the explosion of her boiler, and four 
of the five men asleep in her cabin 
were killed. 

ON the 22d Jennie Keller, aged thir- 
teen, fell from a precipice nearly a 
hundred feet high at Mayaug Falls, 
near Scranton, Pa., and was dashed to 
death on the rocks below. 

On the 2lst a passenger coach of the 
Anniston accommodation on the Geor- 
gia Pacific road left the track as the 
train was passing through Gate City, 
Ala., and was completely wrecked. 
Thirteen people were hurt, some of 
them seriously. 


MISCELLANEOUS: 

On the 20th all the striking switch- 
men at Cleveland, O., except those for- 
merly employed by the Valley, Nickel 
Plate, Cleveland & Canton and Cleve- 
land & Pittsburgh roads returned to 
work, and fears of a food and coal fam- 
ine vanished. 

A FReEncu police official states that 
the Nihilist conspiracy recently discov- 
ered in Paris was fostered by German 
agents. The explosives were made in 
North London, whence they were sent 
to Paris. 

A Franco-Rvusstan alliance, it is 
stated, has assumed concrete form since 
the African agreement between En- 
gland and Germany. 

On the 20th about one per cent. of tho 
returns had been received at the Census 
Bureau. 

ProsPpER LAMAL, &@ well-known im- 
porter of New Orleans, has been au- 
thorized by a French and Belgian syn- 
dicate to offer Louisiana $1,500,000 a 
year for a twenty-five year charter for a 
lottery on the same basis of the Louis- 
iana Lottery Company is operated. 

On the 2ist twenty-two hundred em- 
ployes of the Jeanette Flint Glass Works 
in Pittsburgh, Pa., struck against the 
employment of a non-union man. It is 
thought the firm will re-open in the fall 
with a full force of non-union men. 

AN Official statement of the census 
enumeration places the population of 
Philadelphia at 1,040, 449. 

On the 2ist Supervisor Murray an- 
nounced that New York City, at a 
rough estimate, has a population of 
1,627, 227. 

By a recent sale at Philadelphia of 
real estate, stock, etc., belonging to the 
bankrupt firm of Jay Cook & Co., about 
$150,000 was realized, and Mr. Harding, 
the trustee, thinks there will be enough 
to pay the creditors a dividend of 1 
per cent. each, making a total of fifteen 
per cent. 

A COMBINATION of the ammonia man- 
ufacturers of the country has caused a 
rise in the price of that article from 53 
to 8 cents per pound.

EUGENE STANLEY, alad of 19summers, 
was lodged in the United States jail at 
Fort Smith, Arkg, on the 23d, and will 
have to answer an indictment for mur- 
der, one with assult with intent to kill, 
and seven for highway robbery. He has 
made this record since November 1, 
1889. 

Lituie Auunut, of Jeffersonville, 
Ind., 16 years old, was burned to death 
on the 23d, while lighting a fire with 
coal oil. 

THE cotton cropof Texas is estimated 
at 1,074,000 bales against an actual crop 
last season of 1,438,000 bales. 

Inuinors will make but little more 
than half a wheatcrop this year. Oats 
andcorn promise well. 


A sYNDICATE of American capitalists 
and British bankers has been formed to 
buy up gasworksin the principal Ameri- 
can cities. 

JAMES FITZGERALD, 8s convict, was 
whipped to death by Warden Thomas 
Keller, Prison Inspector of the Arkan- 
sas penitentiary. 

A DELEGATE convention of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Horticultural Society 
was held at Cairo, Ill., ou the 24th. 
Representative fruit growers from Mis- 
souri, Kentucky, Tennessee and Illinois 
were present. 

Waits boring a natural gas well near 
Glasgow, Ky., on the 24th, escaping gas 
became ignited and William Tepaint 
and Charles King were fatally burned 
and the machinery totally consumed. 





THE TURNER BUND. _ 


Action of the North American Turner 
Bund in Session in New York City—A 
National Teachers’ Seminary to be Es- 
tablished at Milwaukee. Wis.—A Vic- 
tory for the West. 

New York, June 24.—The North 
American Turners’ Rund held a morn- 
ing, afternoon and night session yester- 
day. At the roll-call 225 delegates an- 
swered to their names. The business 
began with a question of admitting to 
the floor Turner teachers; this was al- 
lowed with the restriction that they 
should not be given a voice in the 
proceedings. The Milwaukee Turn 
Zeitung, edited by C. H. Bottee, was 
chosen by a committee as the official 
organ of the convention, and this was 
ratified by the convention. 

The Turners’ Mutual Benefit Associa- 
tion of the Northwest requested the 
support of the Turner Bund. It met 
with much opposition, and the question 
was temporarily disposed of by sending 
it to the committee on organization. 

Reports of committees were next in 
order. The executive committee re- 
ported an increase in 1889, of twenty-six 
bunds, numbering 4,243. This brings 
the total membership up to 35,912. The 
treasury showed a balance of $10,911. 
A donation of $5,096 was made to the 
Conemaugh Valley flood fund. 

The report of the committee on intel- 
lectual development made it the duty 
of every society to provide at least six 
lectures annually advocating the prin- 
ciples of the Turner Bund, also to es- 
tablish night and Sunday schools for 
the young between fourteen and eight- 
een years of age, and to stock their 
libraries with moral literature. 

The committee on ethical culture sub- 
mitted that two prizes should be given 
annually for essays on turning and gen- 
eral subjects. 

A long discussion arose on the propo- 


sition to establish a teachers’ seminary | 


in Milwaukee, Wis., and to consolidate 
with it the German-American Teachers’ 
Institute of Indianapolis. The latter 
has been heretofore a preambulating in- 
stitute from city tocity. The need of 
an institute like this to provide a place 
where Turner teachers could be qualified 
mentally to teach in public schools 
where the children thus tutored would 
be especially favored in having com- 
petent instructors to drill both their 
bodies and their minds. Sectional jeal- 
ousy caused the matter to be lengthily 
debated. The Eastern divisions of the 
pind did not care to see the West 
monopolize a permanont seat of learn- 
ing of this kind. But this feeling at 
last gave way to the general welfare of 
the Bund. Milwaukee was chosen as 
the seat of this National institute be- 
cause it was the center of a strongly 
German portion of the country, and, 


moreover, the Bund had been offered by | 


a citizen the free gift of a valuable lot 
on which to build. 

Much satisfaction is expressed by the 
Western delegates at the outcome of 
the contest for the institute. 

The night finished with an entertain- 
ment at Ninety-first street and Third 
avenue, tendered the Bund by the 
Homestead Club. 





A NEW DUKE. 


Prince Albert Victor of Wales the Newly- 
Created Duke of Clarence, Takes the 
Peer’s Oath and is Now a Member of 
the House of Lords. 

Lonvon, June 24.—The House of 
Lords was filled wits peers and other 
privileged persons last evening on the 
occasion of the administration cf the 
Peers’ oath to the newly-created Duke 
of Clarence (Prince Albert Victor of 
Wales). ‘The Queefi’s message to the 
Lords formally announcing the bestow- 
al of the ducal rank upon the Prince 
and establishing his status in the order 
of precedence was read, by which it is 
ordered that he take precedence after 
the Duke of Connaught, but before the 
Duke of Albany. ‘The proression then 
entered, headed by Admiral Sir James 
Drummond, gentleman usher of the 
Black Rod, followed by the Duke of 
Clarence with his sponsors; the Prince 
of Wales, his father, and the Duke of 
Edinburg, his uncle, in ducal robes. 
After the usual tormalities, the Duke 
of Clarence took the Peer’s oath and 
signed the rolls. He was then conduct- 
ed to the bar, where he bowed thrice to 
the throne, the Lord High Chancelor 
acknowledging the salute. He was 
next conducted to the chair of state and 
shook hands with the Lord Chancelor, 
soon after which he withdrew.

—For burns, equal partsof lime-water 
and linseed oil mixed together and ap- 
plied to the burn wilt take out the in- 
flamation.

—When ironing if a starchy deposit 
attaches itself to the iron, it may readi- 
ly be removed by sprinkling a small 
handful of common salt on a piece of 
old carpet or thick cloth, and passing 
the hot iron over it several times. 

—To cook asparagus, boil tender, 
either in tied bunches, or broken in 
pieces as preferred. ; As it cooks quickly, 
twenty minutes will suffice. Then 
drain, lay it on slices of moistened and 
buttered toast, and pour over it a thick- 
ened cream gravy. 

—Orange Icing.—Add the grated yel- 
low rind of one orange to one cup of 
powdered sugar, adda tablespoonful of 
boiling water and sufficient orange juice 
to moisten. Spread this over the cake 
and stand aside a few moments to har- 
den.—Troy Times. 

—Nicely made cranberry jelly made 
sweeter than for eating with meats, 
forms an excellent combination with 
blanc mange. Put the jelly first into 
the mold, then a layer of blanc mange, 
and so on until the mold is full. Set it 
away to cool and serve with whipped 
cream or simply cream and sugar. 

—Graham Pop-Overs.— Three eggs, 
11g cups Graham flour, half cup white 
flour, 2 cups milk, pinch salt. Beat the 
eggs very light, whites and yelks to- 
gether. Add. the milk and _ salt, 
and sift in the flour rather slowly, 
to prevent lumping. Strain the batter 
through a sieve, and fill heated gem 
pans. Bake in a quick oven and eat im- 
mediately.—Harper’s Bazar. — 

—Few appurtenances of the home are 
so well worth paying well. for as the 
fixtures of the bed springsand mattress, 
however good the mattress may be, 
made of the very best and most expen- 
sive hair it is wise to have it remade at 
a responsible, first-class house at least 
once in two or three years.

Also a Home-Maker. 


Home-keeping is something more 
than house-keeping. Wherever there 
isa man of our race there is, if nota 
home, the need of a home, and wher- 
ever there isa true lady of the Anglo- 
Saxon lineage there isa “‘loaf-giver,” a 
home-maker and home-preserver. As 
all the rivers empty into the sea, as the 
sea forever feeds the sources of every 
stream,so all] colleges, schools, churches, 
all arts and trades, continually give up 
their results to the home and are, in 
turn, dependent upon the home. It is 
the level of the sea that fixes. the 
measure of the mountain tops; the level 
of the homes of a race measures all the 
institutions of the race., Whatever is 
rooted up or borne down in the vast 
progress of civilization, the mother will 
survive, and will give her stamp to life. 

It is a woman’s peculiar province to 
create beauty and orderin the habits 
and associations of daily existence. She 
takes the raw material,.in the shape of 
her husband’s income, great or small, 
and from it she evolves as much 
comfort, as many legitimate grati- 
fications, and as many of the 
finer uses of a home as she can. There 
is a wide range for many varieties of 
skill and knowledge. In one home we 
see the results of thorough domestic 
training; the mother possesses all the 
resources of a wise and practical system 
of household management. Another 
covers the unprepared intuitional wom- 
an, who loves because she loves and 
makes a home without previous train- 
ing, as a bird builds a nest. Our home- 
keeping shall not show inhospitality to 
woman’s thought regarding home mat- 
ters and whatever concerns humanity 
concerns the home.

Heme 
keeping implies an earnest and re- 
sponsible charge of sacred interests. In 
the administration of home affairs the 
house mother can trust.no one between 
herself and God. 

The cooking, sewing, furnfshing, are 
all good, needful things, to be done 
more or less by proxy, according to cir- 
cumstances, but all worth knowing 
about. The necessary precautions for 
health in modern dwellings, the secret 
of nutrition for infants, for theaged, as 
well as for those who can enjoy all the 
varied dietary of ‘‘a good table;’” the 
wisest methods in the:mental develop- 
ment of early childhood; these are im- 
portant branches that belong to home 
keeping.—Dora Read Goodale, in N. ¥.

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same resu'ts in Alabama. Let us 
hope that our Democratic friends in 
Mississippi will stop in their revolu 
-ionary program. ey are sowing 
the seed of a fearful and bloody rev- 
lution. 
This proposition to disfranchise the 
poor and illiterate springs from a de- 
sire to defeat the operation of pro- 
o- vational election laws, declared 
y the late Democratic State Coi + 
vention in Alabama to be ‘‘uu usur- 
pation of power uawarran ed by the 
constitution.” Whether it is good 
licy to paas a national election law 
is another question. I taink it con-~ 
stitutional and ought to be obeyed if 
passed. It may be said thatthe re- 
atriction of suffrage is uot now a 
question in Alabama. It is clear tu 
all thoughtful men of the South that 
the leading and paramount question 
now is to accept in good faith or +e- 
sist the enforcement of a naticual 
election law. If defeated by the 
present Congress, like Banquo’s 
ghost, it will not down, but will come 
again. Republicans will accept in 
good faith and ubide by the law 
Dem cracy as now organized is 
not so well defined. The new Mis 
sissippi plan isa device to evade the 
offect of a national election law how- 
ever hardly it may affect the poor 
and uneducsted. 

If the elections have been fair in 
Southern Btates for the last fifteen 
years, there is no dange of so-called 
“negro. domination,”’ vecause when 
negroes are largely in the ascendency 
there we find the :argest Democratic 
majorities. If a national election 
law, fairly ento:eed, g:ves Republ - 
cans control n some portions of the 
south, will that justify a large dis- 
franchisement, thereb. enabling a 
favored few to control, to the detri- 
ment of the many? 

There are good reasons for teliev 
iny that at the next session of the 
Legislature of Alabama an effor: 
will be made to pass an act ooking 
to the change of the Constitution 
for the purpose of disfranchising un 
educated and the poor I therefor 
suggest that no man be voted for for 
Senator or Representative who fa- 
vors any change in the laws regulat> 
ing the elective franchise. 

I favor the passage by the Legisl:.- 
ture of as liberal appropriations for 
comm_n schools as the pecuniary 
condition of our people will allow. 
Our people are too poor to bear the 
taxation necessary to inaugurate an 
“efficient system of common schools” 
in Alabama, Hence J regard as a 
great political crime the late defeat 
of the Blair bill, which would have 
given Alabama about six million 
dollars for common schools. 

We should, if possible, put within 
the reach of all our poor children to 
acquire «t least a common education, 
especia'ly since it is proposed to dis. 
franchise the less fortunate of our 
children. 

I heartily indorse the plank in our 
platform in relation to convict 'abor 
and am ‘‘unalterab'e opposed to the 
convict system which brings convict 
labor into competion with the free la- 
bor of our State, and I favor the 
working of convicts upon the public 
roads, except in case of life and loug- 
term convicts, who should be con- 
fined in the State Penitentiary. 

While it is true that in State elec- 
tions we ought not to be confined 
strictly to party lines yet we know 
that usuaily our pevp'e voce as they 
do in national elections, therefore a 
brief reference to national issues, | 
think, ts not outo: place. 

On the tariff issue the Democratic 
party in their late State Convention 
adopted unanimously this resolution: 
“That they are unalterably ol ed 
to the present high tariff and favor a 
sub tantial reduction,” etc. The Re- 
publican party is responsible for and 
favor substantially the protection af- 
forded by the present tariff, as_ well 
as the McKinley bil! now in the Sen- 
ate. The difference between the two 
great parties on this .mportant ques 
tion is plain and easily understood. 
Why is it that in the entire South, or 
Gulf States especially, except around 
Birmingham, Anniston and ovher 
manufacturing towns agriculture is 
not prefiable, and generally our peo 
ple are not prosperous and depen- 
dent? Is it because there have been 
snecessive failures in crops? Is it 
because a kind Providence has with 
held his choicest gifts fr>m our much 
loved Southland? No. We have 
a country the most favored of any on 
earth; a fertile soil, agg ease of be 
ing brought into the highest and 
most remunerative state cultivation; 
a climate unequalled: water cool, 
healthful and invigorating; produc- 
tions the most varied and profitable. 
In Alabama particularly; coal iron 
and limestone are in such close prox- 
imity as to defy competition in the 
manufac:ure of iron and steel, if we 
could have chep throu :h freights and 
sufficient protection against cheap 
foreign ‘abor se that at all times a 
sulficiency of skilled labar ¢ uld be 
controlled. The reason, ! think ,that 
the Southern people are not thrifty 
because labor has not been diversi- 
fied and manutacturing has been 
neglected. Agricu'tural laborers, 
many of them, could have been prof 
itably employed, thereby reducing 
the amount of cotton and other farm 
products produced which would, by 
the unchanging law of supply and 
demand, have increased the price oi

Why the 
difference in the condition of the 
condition ot the peeple of the man 
ufacturing States and the people of 
the Gulf States, [ ask again? The 
South. before the war, furmshed a 
large part ot the expor's, but dis 
cuuraged manufactories. 

Now when our time has’ come tuo 
build up our ‘waste places” .wheu 
ca, ital by the million is flowing from 
the rch and mighty Nort. to this 
‘goodly la d,f[when theif progte-ive, 
enorgetic and intelligent cit zens are 
coming South to make their homes 
and assist in developing our vast and 
limilsss resources, is it not surprising 
that our Democratic triende. who 
vlaim to represent the wealth and in- 
te ligence of th South are denouns 
c ng protection and favor a ‘subs 
stantial reduction of the tritf?”’ 

It might do for New England, 
with her many millions invested ‘in 
her manufacturing plants, and with 
their large surplus in money lying 
idle tor the want of profitable — in- 
vestments, to advocate a “substan:

NO SHOW FOR WOMAN. 


Even the Insects of the Air Are Consid- 
ered But Women Are Ignored. 

The Massachusetts Legislature has 
had a variety of subjects before it. The 
women of the State, writes Lucy Stone, 
in Woman’s Journal, sent up five peti- 
tions. One asked for a law to secure to 
women their right to vote in the cities 
and towns where they live, where all 
their interests are and where they pay 
their taxes. Butthis petition was re- 
fused. Another asked that a married 
mother may have the same legal right 
to her child that its father has, so that 
neither can dispose of the ¢ustody of 
the child without the consent of the 
other. But this petition was refused. 
A third petition asked for an amend- 
ment to the law of contract, so thatifa 
husband or wife borrows money of the 
other, the note or promise to pay shall 
be legally valid. But this petition was 
refused. The women also asked fora 
law to allowa widow to live three months 
in the house of her deceased husband 
without paying rent, instead of only 
forty days, as the present law limits the 
time. ‘his petition, too, was denied, 
along with others, forthe reason that 
women have no Senators or Representa- 
tives elected by themselves, who, for 
this reason, would respect the petitions 
of their constituents. 

Now see how it fared with the men 
who are voters. Under the old law, ifa 
voter changed his residence from one 
town or city to another, he lost his vote 
for the election of that year. But this 
Legislature provided for “him so that if 
he moves any number of times he shall 
not once lose his vote. Most of the 
members who voted against giving even 
municipal suffrage to women, voted for 





this bill. Then came up the question 
whether men guilty of ‘infamous 
crimes” should be disfranchised for ten 
years. A good deal of time was given 


to this. But finally enough of the men 
who voted against the women voted in 
favor of the men guilty of “infamous 
to save their right to vote from 
being impaired. Mr. Glasgow, of Wor- 
cester, who voted against the women, 
did not like the word ‘‘infamous.” 

The question came before the Legis- 
lature whether soldiers whoare pau- 
pers, or who receive State aid, shall be 
disfranchised. But eloquent pleas saved 
the soldier his vote, though it was well 
protected before. 

It is also proposed that men asking 
assistance in marking their ballots (i. 
e., those who can not read well enough 
to be sure of the names of the candi- 
dates) shall have the aid of one of their 
own party. Mrs. Julia Ward Howe and 
Mrs. Livermore had no chance in com- 
parison with men who need assistance 
to mark their ballots. This bill, how-

ever, did not pass. 

Heretofore every man has had to pay 
a poll-tax of two dollars before he 
could vote. But the House of Repre- 


sentatives grew eloquent over this in- 
terference with the right of the human 
male to a free vote. By a majority even 
larger than the one it gave against the 
right of women to vote at all, the House 
voted down the poor little poll-tax s 

that no man should have the least oan 
of hinderance to the exercise of hi¢ 
sovereign right as a citizen. ; 

There were other questions whicl, 
fared better than those of the women. 
The.dogs, after much time and discus- 
sion, were left unmuzzled, to follow 
their own sweet will. It was voted that 
the lobsters are not to be mutilated. 
Whoever breaks a lobster 80 as to make 
it.appear that he is as long as the law 
requires, the parts of different lobsters 
being put together for that purpose, is 
to be fined five dollars. The baby trout 
which is not more than six inches long 
must not be caught, and sawdust is not 
to be thrown into streams where the lit- 
tle trout lives. If women were only 
trout, how their rights would be cared 
for! The House had a gay time over the 
larceny of fowls. Men who did not un- 
derstand the meaning of the great prin- 
ciple of “the consent of the governed,”? 
made the feathers fly on the question of 
stealing hens. The bill provided im- 
prisonment of not less than six months 
for a chicken-thief who got away with 
five dollars’ worth of» chickens. But 
Mr. Sprout, of Worcester, who voted 
against the women, thought it better to 
Iqave the punishment to the discretion 
of the court, up to a certain Mmit. 

The gypsy moth had his innings. 
There was attention bestowed upon him, 
and money voted to his case. An ap- 
propriation of $25,000 to aid in exter- 
minating the little insect was .made. 
The secretary of the moth commission 
is at this moment receiving $1,300; the 
chairman $1,200, and each of the other 
members $1,000 a be All thf is very 
good.

This Legislature ‘has authorized Bos- 
ton and Haverhill and Lynn, and other 





run in debt, thus imposing taxes upon 
women after the manner of George IIL 
upon the colonies, giving the women no 
choice in the matter. 

Questions of great interest to women 
were often before the Legislature, but 
how powerless women were! Not a 
woman was a member. Not a single 
Senator or Representative had been 
elected by women. Among others that 
came up was the divorce question, 
whether the person against whom a 
divorce was granted may marry again 
within two years, or whether neither 
may marry during the life of the other. 
No woman had voice or vote in the mat- 
ter. 

In spite of the great need, the House 
Judiciary Committee reported it ‘‘inex- 
péedient to create a board for the regis- 
tration of medical degrees, or a State 
board of medical registration.” At the 
same time, Dr. C. D. Blair was under ar- 
rest in Moorfield, Neb., charged with 
manslaughter, for horribly mutilating a 
woman whom he was called to attend. 
The curse of medical ignoramuses is 
everywhere. But the people got no pro- 
tection. 

There was a bill concerning the rights 
of a husbandin the real estate of his 
deceased wife. But no wife could be 
heard in the matter. 

A bill was passed to prohibit women 
from working as many hours as mén do 
in factories. The women may need the 
pay for the extra two hours, but the law 
shuts her away from work, whether she 
will or no. 

One member proposed a bill that when 
a wife dies leaving a child by her first 
husband, if the second husband will 
adopt the child, he shall have the use of 
the whole of the wife’s real property as 
long ashelives. Inthatcase, the mother- 
less child might never receive any of it. 
But, to the credit of the Senate, this 
proposal was voted down. 

It is pleasant toclose this article with 
that good fact, and also to express the 
thankfulness which many grateful wom- 
en feel to the members of the House 
who spoke and voted for the bill tose 
cure municipal suffrage for women. 





The Last Resort. 


Mrs. Zerelda G. Wallace, ‘‘the mother 
of Ben Hur,” lectured not long ago in 
Detroit, Mich. While there, she wasin- 
terviewed by a representative of the De- 
troit Free Press, who asked her whatshe 
thought of the political situation. Mrs. 
Wallace said: 

‘*There is one last resort I want to see 
well tried in this country and thatis the 
enfranchisement of women. With the 
women of this country exercising the 
right to cast their ballots would be pro- 
duced at once a large majority on the 
side of intelligence, culture and moral- 
ity. With women yoting in the South- 
ern States, the white vote in that sec- 
tion would exceed the colored vote by a 
very large majority. Upon women is 
laid the responsibility of ovr country’s 
moral condition. That woman is the 
conservator of public morals means less 
than half what it should signify until 
woman has the privilege of exercising 
the right to vote.” 

“Do you believe that your last re- 
sort will ever be — in this coun- 
try?’ 

‘Believe it! , Lam certain of it. Why, 
it ig only, a ‘few: years ago, historically 
spealdng, since man’s right to govern 
hitsélf wag admitted; and’ we must 
either go forward, or go back to bar- 
barism. I don’t believe the Ameri 
can people were created to go back 
ward.”

RELIGION IN THIBET. 


Wmd-Milis Viith Prayer-Wheel Attach« 
ments Make Worship Very.Easy. 


I bought a prayer-wheel from Thibet 
at Darjeeling, in the Himalaya mount- 
ains. It was a little machine about a 
foot long, shaped much like a baby’s 
rattle, save that the head was as large 
round as a tin cup. This héad moved 
on a pivot and inside the cup there was 
a whole string of prayers. By giving 
the handle a twist the cup would re- 
volve, and every time that it went 
around a prayer was said to Buddha. 
This is one of the economical methods 





of praying among the Thibetans. Every 


man, woman and child has his prayer- 
wheel, and he keepsit going from morn- 
ing till night. In some parts of the 
country there are wind-mills with this 
prayer-wheel attachment to thom, and 
&@ man can have his prayers going on 
day or night, no matter what he may be 
doing. The mostcommon prayeramong 
the Thibetans is made up of four words: 
Om Mani Padmi Hum, which means: 
“Oh, the Jewel in the Lotus. Amen.” 
You hear this everywhere on the borders 


of Thibet, and the syllables are the f 


drawl which every Thibetan mutters 
hundreds of times daily. They are the 
‘*‘Now I lay me down to sleep” and the 
“Our Father who art in Heaven” of the 
whole country, and it is the first prayer 
that the child learns and the last words 
that the dying man utters. The Thib- 
etan language is different from the Chi- 
nese, and their literature is almost alto- 
gether theological. The priests are the 
only educated mon of the country, but 
some of the women can write. The 
women are business women to a large 
extent, and the people are naturally 
traders. They send a great deal of 
wool, skins, musk, gold and silver and 
torquoises to India and China, and Isaw 
a great many jewels in India which I 
was told came from Thibet. Such tor- 
quoises as were offered in the Himalayas 
were not very good, and the pricés 
asked for them were exorbitant. Thibet 
is avery interesting country. for every 
one who is interested in the Buddhist 
religion, and Madame Blavetsky olaims 
that she wandered fora year or so in 
Thibet in order to study Buddhism. 
She was told by the priests that she 
might get to the capital, Lassa, but if 
she once entered it she could never be 
permitted to depart. She said she looked 
upon its sscred walls and then turned 
back to the flesh-pots of this world and 
moved on down again to India. As for 
myself, Ido not believe that she was 
ever in Thibet, and I was told by trav- 
elers in India who knew her perfectly 
that she was a fraud of the first water, 
and that her stories by no means hung 
together. The truth about the Thibet- 
an religion seems to be that itis the 
most degraded and most superstitious 
form of Buddhism, and that the land is 
priest-ridden. It has immense monas- 
teries everywhere, and while the dwell- 
ings of the poor are made of unhewn 
stones rudely piled together without 
cement, the monasteries are elegant, 
and their interiors contain wonders in 
silverand gold. In one monastery there 
is a noted Lama of the past in acofiin of 
gold, and there is an image of him in 
gold near by this coffin. The wauso- 
leum over the coffin is in the shape of a 
pyramid, and the sides of this pyramid 
are silver plates, and on the steps are 
jewels and other costly things which be- 
long to the Lama. fuch Lamas asI 
met seem to be pretty well-fed fellows, 
nd I have yet to see a priest in the 
Lost who was lean.—F. G. Carpenter, - 
Intelligent Peuple.
